a village, on their 


left. It was estimated that they num- 
bered 
2.000, 
some of them being 


mounted, and they were trying to get 
between the marines and the train.

"The marines retreated, keeping up 


a running fight for over a mile and 
killing between twenty and thirty 
boxers.

Terrible T orture of an American at the 


Hinds of Indians at Sinoloa,

reached this city today of the terrible- 
punishment and final death of James 
Wilson, an American prospector, at the 
hands of the Mago Indians in the state 
of Sinoloa, Mexico. Wilson was a pros- 
pector in the mountain ot Sinoloa, and 
his camp was situated near the Indian 
reservation. He was familiar with the 
Indians and often visited their camps. 


He became enamored of a pretty 


young girl, and induced her to go to 
his camp. This was kept up for some 
time and once she remained over night. 
Finding her father angry she declared 
that Wilson had taken her by force and 
abused her. A posse was sent for Wil- 
son, and he was brought before the 
chief, who ordered that he must die, and 
that the death must be in terrible form. 


He was atripped of. all his-clothing 


and firmly staked to an ant hill common 
to that section. The auts covered him, 
and the flpsh was soon eaten from his 
bones, and he died in agony two hours 
later.

vation, many miles south of Leech lake, 
whither Indian runners were sent. 


The Indians are nearly all armed, 


their rifles not having been taken away 
two years ago, when there was a conflict 
with the United States troops and 
mutterings of vengeance against the 
settlers in the northern portion of the 
state are growing ominous, 


Gway-Ti-y-Sonce, the meseiah has 


been released from custody by Indian 
Agent Mercer and is now redoubling 
hie efforts to bring about an uprising on 
the ' part of hia braves.

B^ RECENT RAINS 


HEAVY FROST ON FRIDAY NIGHT 


NEAR MAft'lNETTE. 


Early Corn Plantings in Good Condition 


— Winter Wheat and Rye Heading 
Out Fairly Well—Oats and Barley 
Injured Some—Hay Crops Will Be 
Light. 


The Wisconsin Climate and Crop 


Service issues the following bulletin for 
the week ending last night: 
The aver- 


age temperature for the week wns slight- 
ly higher than last week, especially over 
tho southwestern counties, ranging from 
70 degrees over the lower Black Rivet 
valley to 54 degrees along Lake Super 
ior. The nights were quite cool during 
the latter part of the week, tho tempera 
ture approaching the frost point in the 
northeastern counties. 
At Pembine. 


Marinette county, a heavy frost occur 
red on Friday night, "killing tender 
vegetation/1' 


The drought in the northern and cen- 


tral portions of the state was relieved to 
some extent by the local thunderstorms, 
accompanied by moderate rains, which 
occurred iu marjy localities on Wednes- 
day night. These storms appear to 
have been more general over the north 
ern portion of the state than elsewhere, 
and were of the greatest benefit to the 
favored localities. 
On. Saturday 
and 


Sunday rains-of a general character oc- 
curred, especially in the central and 
southern counties, r.jd although on ac 
count of the extremely dry condition of 
the soil more rain would "be of benefit in 
most 
sections, it is believed thut the 


drought is practically broken for the 
present, except in a few isolated locali 
ties where the rains are reported too 
light to be of material benefit. 


Early plantings of corn have general- 


ly suffered but little from the 
drought 


and are in good condition, but the later 
plantings have in many instances failed 
to germinate and will have to be re- 
planted. In those sections where the 
moisture has been sufficient the crop is 
in good condition. 


Winter wheat and rye are heading out 


fairly well, although the straw is very 
Eboit, 


"Tile drought has 
seriously injured 


^he oat and barley crops in many locali- 
ties, especially on high 
land, 
The 


recent rains will undoubtedly improve 
the prospect, but the damage'in some 
places is irreparable. 


The rains will improve the pastures, 


but the hay crop will be very light and 
in some localities almost a failure. 


Transplanting of tobacco is progres- 


sing slowly, on account of the dry 
weather, but the recent rains will im- 
prove 
the conditions greatly. 
The 


plants are generally healthy and strong, 
having been kept growing during 
the 


dry weather by irrigation. 


Small fruits have been injured by the 


continued dry weather, The prospect is 
good for an abundant crop of apples, 
plums and cherries,

MOON IN A PARTIAL ECLIPSE 


Astronomers Al>le to See 
Phenomena 


•With Aid of Strong Glasses. 


The eclipse of the moon last night 


was hardly visible to the naked eye, and 
it was so slight that few gave it any no- 
tice. 
Only a small fraction of the 


moon's diameter was obscured. At the 
most, astronomer's say, only one-thous- 
andth part of the moon's disk 
passed 


through 
the earth's 
shadow. 
This 


slight eclipse lasted but seven and one- 
half minutes 
It began, at 9:241 and 


ended at 9:32 o'clock. Under a s'trong 
glass the moon appeared as though a 
small fringe had been torn away from 
the lower edge of the Astarte's orb. 
Ac- 


cording to astronomers, the eclipses of 
this year have little relation to those of 
last year. The eclipses of the moon 
however are in a sequence subject to ab: 
solute time. An eclipse similiar to that 
of last night will, follow In 6,5851 days.

Lack of definite knowledge regarding 
Gen. Me th 11 en is causing undisguised 
anxiety. The only information is con- 
tained in a dispatch received at the 
war office from Gen. Forestier Walker, 
in command of the lines of communi- 
cation of South Africa. The dispatch, 
which is dated Cape Town, June 12, is 
as follows: 


"The following is from Kelly-Ken- 


ny: 


" 'June 11.—No communication from 


•Methuen since June 7. He was fight- 
ing June 6 in the north of Vetchkop. 
Steyn is near Reitz. The British pris- 
oners sent to Vrede are well treated.' " 


London, June 13.—A plentiful crop 


of reports has been filtering through 
Lorenzo Marques. According to these

He says that 
the government has an army of 70,000 
men at various points and that the 
main body of about 15,000 men has 
borne the brunt of recent .engage- 
ments. They are armed with Mauser 
rifles, with 'Remington smokeless pow- 
der and have Maxim rapid-fire guns 
and heavier field guns of the Creusot 
make. . 


The revolutionists also have Mausers 


and Maxims. The revolutionists also 
have a gunboat and another vessel 
used for transport and fighting pur- 
poses. The government has four gun- 
boats—three on the Atlantic and one 
on the Pacific side.

funds were advanced the

would not be recognized in case of the 
success of the revolution. 


Dr. Cuervo-Marquez says as to this, 


however, that his government would 
not resort to a falsification of war 
news in order to advance its financial 
condition, and as an evidence of..the 
reliability of the government claims 
he points out that the dispatches come 
from his brother, who is minister of 
foreign affairs at Bogota, and are to 
a certain extent personal and non- 
political. 
He expresses great confi- 


dence that the government will main- 
tain its control of affairs.

In official circles it is stated 'that 


some 
of 
the 
countries adjacent to 


Colombia, notably Venezuela, Ecua- 
dor and Nicaragua, are lending assist- 
ance to the revolution and that its ef- 
fects may be far-reaching on this ac- 
count.
